E d w a rd U n g e r ConiesaeH to th e M u rd e r 
of A u g u st Bohle. 
N'ew Y o rk , January .'iOth.—Edward Un­ 
ger. the murderer of August Bohle, whose 
body was found last week in a trunk 
shipped to Baltimore, has made a full con­ 
fession of the killing. 
Unger was arrested 
on Thursday last, and after being a shott 
time locked in his cell lie was brought be­ 
fore Inspector Byrnes. In the room was a 
table on which had been placed the ham­ 
mer with which Bohle w:ts killed, the knife 
and saw used to cut up the body, and the 
rubber cloth 
in 
which the body was 
wrapped after the killing. The chair upon 
which Unger seated himself was so ar­ 
ranged that ho could see little else in the 
room save the bloody weapons. Jle was 
asked if he wished to say anything. He 
shook his head, but suddenly said : "Bohle 
has gone to Chicago, and will turn np in a 
few days." On Friday afternoon Byrnes 
took the hammer, saw, knife and rubber 
cloth to Unger’s ceil and asked him if he 
had not seen them bifore, in a manner as 
though Unger had not been half a dozen 
times before with them. 
UXGEK WAS START LEI), 
But said he had never before seen the 
bloody tokens. Then he was taken to the 
Court, and remarked to Inspector Byrnes, 
“ You are trying to hang me." The trunk 
with the body arrived from Baltimore yes­ 
terday, and the body was sent to the 
Morgue. 
That 
night Byrnes went to 
Unger's cell and asked him how he felt. 
“ Pretty well,” said he, huskily. Then the 
Inspector unlocked the cell door and de­ 
tective Hickey called Unger into the cor­ 
ridor. where the lights were turned low. 
The prisoner stepped forth, but did not see 
the Inspector until the latter called him by 
name. As he turned he saw Byrnes stand­ 
ing and pointing at the trunk which had 
held Bohle’s dead body. Unger staggered at 
the sight, and tottered towards his cell. 
Byrnes then took from the trunk a piece of 
the murdered man's coat, which had been 
used to wrap the body, and, holding it up 
before the prisoner's eyes, asked him where 
the rest of Bohle's coat was. Unger shud­ 
dered at the sight of the blood-stilTentd 
garment, and

Was about to fall, when detective Hickey 
caught him and seated him upon a couch 
in the corridor, lie sat down upon it, and 
removing his hands glanced about hint. 
Suddenly, and with a startled groan, he 
sprang to his feet, asking if he could change 
his scat, and taking a proffered chair. The 
sofa on which he had been seated was the 
one found in Unger's room after his arrest. 
Unger’s face became ghastly pale, and when 
assisted to his cell he was almost in a faint­ 
ing condition. Inspector Byrnes then told 
Unger that he would be near at hand when 
he was ready to talk, and when the In­ 
spector returned from supper Unger had 
asked to spe him. 
Again Unger tvas 
brought to Byrnes' room, where all the 
bloody tokens confronted him. " I want 
to tell the whole truth about this business," 
he said to the Chief. He then told this 
story, which was taken in writing; 


T H E M U R D ER ER'S CONFESSION. 
“ I live at No. 22 Bidge street. I have 
known August Bohle since November. 
18SG. 
I first met him at niv saloon, No. 24 
Kldridge street, where he called in answer 
to an advertisement, which I had put in 
the Slant) ileitung, for a partner. We could 
not agree upon terms, and I subsequently 
gave up the business at that number- I 
went to live at No. 22 Iiidge street. A 
short time afterwards August came to live 
with me, the arrangement being that he 
was to pay me half rent, which was $7 50 
per month, und one-third of the household 
expenses. On the night of January 20, 
1XS7, after supper, my son Edward left 
the house, 
leaving Bohle and myself 
in 
the 
rooms. 
We remained 
talk­ 
ing 
und 
reading 
until 
about 
0:30. 
Bohle 
was 
a 
very 
powerful 
man, 
and was swearing about his hard luck. lie 
called me a d—d 
. 
I told him 1 was 
no il—d — —, and put my hand up to 
shove him away. He then struck me on 
the neck with his fist, and knocked me 
down. I sprang to my feet and attempted 
to strike him with the poker, which I had 
in my hand. Bohlegrubb-d the poker from 
my hand, and at the same time he seized a 
knife from a table and ran after me. I ran 
to the bedroom, and lie followed me. I 
picked up the hammer from a cheat under 
the bed. He maijg another lunge at me 
with the knife, and I warded it off, receiv­ 
ing a slight cut in the hand. I then struck 
him with the hammer. 
He staggered, and 
I followed him up and struck him again 
with the hammer, the hammer sinking into 
his skull as far as the handle. 
He s'ag- 
gered, and fell hack on the s)fa dead. 
This occurred about 10 o'clock 
p. m. 
Expecting my son home every moment, 
and to avoid tuv son seeing what had hap­ 
pened, 1 took the body from the sofa and 
put it on tiie il .or close to the wall. I then 
took Bohle’s sleeping cot and placed it on its 
side before him and leaning it against the 
wail, covering the ends with some clothes. 
My son soon c tme and we went to bed to­ 
gether in the bedroom. • Where's August?' 
he asked, 
'li e ’s gone out.’ said 1. 
On 
Friday, January 21st, as soon as my boy 
had gone to his work. I went out, bought 
some rubber, laid the body on it and cut it 
up to lit Bohle’s trunk, in which I placed 
the pieces, except the head, which 1 
wrapped in his coat, put a newspaper around 
it, and while crossing on the ferry-boat 
dropped it into the river. I returned to my 
house, took the trunk to a saloon in Grand 
street and asked permission to leave it over 
night, which 
was 
granted. 
I called 
for it on Saturday morning, about 9 
o’clock. 
I got a carman to take it 
to the saloon of llenty Beuse. No. 395 Kent 
avenue, Brooklyn, where I left it. I left 
the trunk there a few minutes until I went 
to Wescott's exptess office. I told the ex­ 
pressman where he was to call, and re­ 
turned to Ilense'sstore. 
I got some muci- 
lege and put this label on the tru n k : 
•John A. Wilson, Baltimore, Md , to be 
called for.’ I did not mean to kill the de­ 
ceased. He was a quarrelsome man, and I 
believed that my life was in danger when I 
struck him. The manner in which I dis­ 
posed of the body was so as to save myself 
and family from disgrace.”

From some of these building lines were 
drawn which met iu the center of the jail- 
yard. The investigation showed that the 
basements indicated were those for rent, or 
those which could he leased.

Sehaack's inquiries led to the theory that 
the lines centering in the jail-yard repre­ 
sented a possible or prospective tunnel.

basement by 
prosperous shoe dealers, who stipulated 
for a division of the basement by a 
close partition separating the front from the 
back.

BOILER EXPLOSION. 


W re c k 
of 
th e Alvarado Beet .Sugar 
W o rk s —E n g in e e r I n ju r e d . 
[S. F. Chronicle, January ;»>th.| 
Yesterday morning, at 2 30 o clock, a ter­ 
rific explosion occurred at the works of the 
Standard Sugar Refinery at Alvarado, Ala­ 
meda county, completely demolishing the 
boilet-house and wrecking the surrounding 
buildings. The steam lor the refinery is 
supplied by seven fifty-inch Buckeye tubu­ 
lar boilers, fifteen feet long, set in three 
pairs and one singly. 
At the commencement of the year's run 
they had been overhauled and tested by 
expert James Hamilton, ol the Union Iron 
Works. It was tiie left boiler of the mid­ 
dle pair which exploited, damaging the 
other six, as they cannot be used without 
extensive repairs. 
The factory had just finished grinding 
the last beets at 4 o'clock yesterday ufter- 
noon, and would have completed all work 
by Monday next. The refinery is still lull 
of semi-refined juice and s.ugar, which it 
will he impossible to save. 
The scene of the disaster is one of wreck 
aud ruin. Where a house 50 by 80 feet 
once stood, is uow but a pile of kiudling 
wood. 
At the time of the explosion the fireman, 
Gabriel Dennis, was alone in the boiler- 
room. 
He states that he was carrying the 
usual amount of steam—sixty-five pounds. 
The water was foaming badly, making it 
hard to tell just how much there wus in 
the boilers, hut he thinks there were two 
gauges. He was standing near the ex­ 
ploded boiler, when he suddenly telt him ­ 
self lifted in the air ami thrown on his 
face to the ground. Assistant Engineer 
Blood quickly rescued the wounded man 
from the llames, which were then ragiug 
fiercely. 
An eye-witness states that he assisted in 
carrying Mr. Dennis to the boarding-house, 
when it was discovered that his right leg 
was broken below the knee in two places, 
his left ankle was sprained and one rib 
broken. The man’s escape front instant 
death was perfectly miraculous, as there 
was not a spot, excepting where lie lay. 
which was not covered several feet deep 
with debris. 
The refinery is situated near the narrow- 
gauge depot, and has a capacity for work­ 
ing 100 tons of beets per day. it is valued 
at $175,000. The damage sustained is 
estimated at from $10,000 to $15,000, 
being principally loss of boilers and senri- 
rclined juice undergoing process of manu­ 
facture. 
There were seventeen men at work in va­ 
rious parts of the factory cleaning up pre­ 
paratory to shutting down for the season, 
but all escaped without serious injury ex­ 
cept the fireman. 
The boiler which burst had been in use 
at the works of the Sacramento Sugar Re­ 
fining Company, and at the time this fact­ 
ory started was taken out and placed in 
position there. 


Feeding Stock for Growth and Eat. 
The Philadelphia Record has the follow­ 
ing upon this subject: 
Simply feeding an animal without some 
definite object in view is to waste the food 
or else deprive the animal of something it 
may require unless the farmer knows the 
quality of the food given and the nutritive 
value of the ingredients of which it is com­ 
posed. So important is a knowledge of the 
proper mode of feeding that it ¡3 often pos­ 
sible to produce a more perfeetanimal from 
a grade than from a thoroughbred, and 
Darwin expresses the opinion that the 
quality of the food influences variation in 
animals, and that when improvement is at­ 
tempted by judicious breeding the result is 
largely influenced by the mode and periods 
of feeding, as also by the quality and kinds 
of food used. 
A normal condition cannot be sustained 
in an animal except by a mixed diet. No 
single article of food used for domestic an­ 
imals can be regarded as complete or con­ 
taining the proper portions of the necessary 
elements of grow th and warmth. Certain 
foods, rich in nitrogen, are required for 
producing tlesh. These foods are known 
as “ tlesh-foriuers," and are derived from 
the glutin of grains.,the IpgunHn of clover 
and from the ditferent forms of nitrogen in 
ull plants used as food, being transformed 
iu the body of the animal into llesh and to 
supply the natural waste of the muscles 
and cartilages, the surplus being imparted 
to the products of the animal, as casein ill 
milk, or albumen in eggs from birds. 
A proper division and classification of 
the foods enables the farmer to appropriate 
tha elements particularly adapted fur the 
accomplishment of the production of llesh. 
milk, butter or fat, for while the organic 
matter abounding in nitrogen is more suit­ 
able for ffesh-forniing, that portion free 
from nitrogen, known as carbo-hydrates, 
contains starch, sugar and fatty oils, in or­ 
der to supply the fatty matter, while the 
earthy phosphates repair and renew the 
bones. 
As the constituents of an animal s body 
must come from the food, it is not best to 
feed the starchy substance to young ani­ 
mals exclusively when growth is desired, 
which explains the cause of a lack of thrift 
when straw or coarse hay is used, as the 
animal cannot eat enough of such sub­ 
stances in order to supply itself. Nor can 
we expect the bes results from such grains 
as corn, which contains a large proportion 
of starch and oil with a stuall amount of 
llesh forming material, but when corn is 
combined with clover hay the elements aio 
more evenly divided, yi t even in the com­ 
bination of the two foods time would show 
that some element might be lacking, and a 
change of food would he necessary. 
It is more economical to feed a variety, 
especially to growing stock, which demand 
more nitrogen and the phosphates than do 
th o s e more matured, as the first must not 
only renew waste hut add to the flesh and 
bonp, while the adult i* required only to 
renew waste. An aduit animal, therefore, 
Voids the execs* ol nitrogenous material, 
and as a consequence the manure from a 
mature animal is more valuable than that 
from o n e which ban not completed growth. 
An adult animal also fallens at a less rn st, 
therefore, as hut a small proportion of ni­ 
trogen is required, the mode of feeding de­ 
pends upon the age and the objects desired 
to be obtained.

OPIUM SMOKING LAW. 


To m aintain an “ opium -joint” is al­ 
ready a crime. 
Section 307 of the Penal 
Code visits fine and punishment u¡ton who­ 
soever “ opens or maintains, to lie resorted 
•to b_v others, any place where opium or 
any of its preparations is sold or given 
away to be smoked at such place." 
And 
it is made crim inal also to sell or give 
awav opium or any of its preparations to 
be there smoked. 
In addition, it is made 
a misdemeanor to visit or resort to such a 
place for the purjKwe of smoking opium. 
Nevertheless the law is evaded, and about 
th e most difficult task of the [Kilice is to 
break tip these resorts. 
One of the com­ 
mon forms of evasion is that of private 
sm oking rooms, where each visitor brings 
his own supplies, and there is no pro­ 
prietor of the place the police can reach. 
M unicipal ordinances arc framed to include 
such places, and under them opium smok­ 
ers are taken, and their “ lay-outs,” as 
they are called, are seized. 
B ut the State 
law does not go to this extent, as it should. 
Assemblyman Brooks now proposes, by a 
sill he has ju st introduced, to make the 
act of smoking opium at any place in the 
State a criminal act. 
T hat a stringent 
measure of this character is needed admits 
of no doubt. 
The vice has grown so 
rapidly, is so disastrous in its efiects, and 
once fastened ii|K>n a victim is so difficult 
of removal, that the laws against its in­ 
dulgence can scarcely lie ton severe. 
It is 
not necessary to point out the deadliness of 
th e opium habit; its inevitable results; 
the wreck of body and m ind it brings 
about, 
nor 
the 
charge 
it 
puts 
npon 
the 
cities 
and 
counties 
and 
s’tatc. 
All 
these 
things 
are 
famil­ 
iar to the officials. 
The hill in ques­ 
tion should pass ; we cannot conceive of 
reasonable objection. 
It is in direct line 
with the power of the State to establish 
police regulations to conserve the liest in­ 
terests of society, 
It certainly does cross 
at right angles the “ personal liberty " 
question, as viewed by those who oppose 
all regulative measures of this character, 
for it proceeds upon the same ground as do 
propositions to prevent th e selling of in- 
ioxicating liquors. 
But in the m atter of 
th e opium vice there happens to he no 
powerful influence behind it to oppose the 
suggested legislation. 
But if opium smok­ 
ing is permitted another ten or twenty 
years' growth, we -an readily conceive of 
interests becoming involved that would 
■antagonize any oliorl lo check the evil. 
Now is the time, therefore, to strike it. 
It 
would lie well for the Slate to add to the 
law an inducem ent for its enforcement, 
giving a portion or all of the lines levied 
for its infraction to officers for vigilance in 
discovering and bringing ofienders to pun­ 
ishment, or even to go to the extent of au­ 
thorizing the arrest and treatm ent of those 
clearly victim s of the “ habit.” 
The law 
w ill not execute itself; liehind it there is 
moral force enough, hut there is not that 
vigilance on the part of ¡sílice■ officials 
necessary to uncovering and breaking tip a 
crim e th at is secret in its character, and 
which is very difiicult to prove. 
It. hides 
in dark quarters, covets the shadows of 
night and barricades itself behind private 
-doors. 
Fortunately, however, the victims 
canuot conceal its efiects. 
W hen they go 
u¡ion the highways their appearance is an 
unerring index to their sin, and thus offi­ 
cers are put upon inquiry and know who 
are offenders, leaving only the establish­ 
m ent of the act of smoking to be made in 
Court. 
Fillers the viceisspcedily stamped 
out, the necessity will lie upon the State 
to 
establish 
hospitals 
for 
opium 
incurables, 
for 
their 
num 'ier 
is 
in ­ 
creasing 
alarmingly. 
It is the belief 
in some countries that the vice is one of 
Ihe unconquerable ones; th at it is inqms- 
aible to stamp out. 
But this opinion ob­ 
tains m ainly in the quarters where it out­ 
grew police regulation prior to vigorous 
preventive steps being taken. 
In the in­ 
terests ef hum anity, if for uo other reason, 
the State should spare no effort to prevent 
th e further growth of the evil, for no 
greater kindness can lie doce to the tyro 
in this vice than to lock liim upso securely 
th at the fangs of the terrible destroyer 
cannot fasten ujion him irretrievably. The 
great public as it swings along in the rush of 
every-day life may not perhaps fully re­ 
alize the j resent fearfully wide exfent of 
the opium-smoking habit, nor how many 
thousands it has already taken into its 
fatal embrace ; 1 ut th e tru th is known to 
. police officials and physicians. They know 
th at the vice seizes upon its victims very 
frequently w ith a giant’s slrength after the 
first act of indulgento, and th at it hurries 
the unfortunate to ruin r hundred times 
m ere rapidly than any other appetite. 
If 


the legislative 
Committees 
on Public 
Morals can devise any method of securing 
the rigid enforcement, not only of the pro­ 
posed new law, hut of th at already upon 
the statute book, they should not hesitate 
to advance it. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


T h e passage of the retalliation bill by 
the United States Senate has already had 
good effect. 
The Canadian customs au­ 
thorities have released two detained fish­ 
ing schooners, and the press of Canada is 
declaring, with something of dolorous ac­ 
cent, that the U nited States Government 
is trying to “ steal ” the fish of the Domin­ 
ion, hut th at for all that, it won't do to go 
to war. In England the m inistry expresses 
surprise at the action of the Senate, but a 
willingness amounting to anxiety to settle 
the Issues amicably. 
All this points to 
speedy adjustment. 
So long as Congress 
was quiescent, the British authorities were 
defiant. 
A little show of earnestness, and 
a disposition to secure even-handed justice 
causes them to yield. 
There is some show 
of “ bluffing ” just now, according to rumor, 
on the part of Canada, hut it is not diffi­ 
cult to look beneath it. 
The threatened 
exclusion of our fishermen from English 
waters will be carried out just as far as the 
treaties justify, and Americans ask for 
nothing those compacts do not guarantee. 
W hile for half a century there has pre­ 
vailed differing opinions as to what the 
earliest treaty really meant, we do not en­ 
tertain a doubt th at now all ambiguity 
will lie removed from the question, and 
clear and umuistakblc agreements arrived 
at. 
N either the United States nor G reat 
Britain desire war over this m atter. W hat­ 
ever its outcome, both would he losers; 
the statesm anship of the two will not, 
therefore, perm it any armed conflict. 


I n whatever light viewed, and however 
argued, it cannot and has not been shown 
th at the abolition of the City Funded Debt 
Commission will not absolutely cancel the 
undue bonds the city holds, pay over to the 
bond-holders all the interest fund, more 
than half of which the city now turns 
back into her treasury through the Com­ 
mission, and thus by augmenting the in­ 
terest reward of the bonds, send them up 
to par. 
The one thing of all 
others 
the Ixmd-holders 
desire is 
the 
aboli­ 
tion of the Commission. T hat secured, they 
will be enabled to alisorb the entire sum 
provided for a sinking and interest fund. 
Those who loudcstshout are not alwaysmo6t 
sincere, anil this is true of those who say 
the bond-holders exclaim against the re­ 
peal of the law establishing the Commis­ 
sion. 
On the contrary, they are secretly 
urging the repeal. 
The city debt to-day 
stands just where it would had the Com­ 
mission never existed—except th at the 
city now owns about $1,300,000 of its debt 
which cost it only about $200,000. 


I t is found that the interstate commerce 
hill is, in the opinion of good lawyers, 
really unintelligible, and so confused and 
involved as to be callable of no clear inter­ 
pretation. 
It is therefore thought it may 
yet he sent hack for correction. 
No m atter 
how its verbiage may be changed, it will 
he the most arbitrary action ever taken by 
a Congress of the nation. 
As a contempo­ 
rary say s: 
At one fell swoop It practically takes the con­ 
trol of the railroad property of the country— 
am ounting to about 57,700.000.000—out o f the 
hands of its owners, and vests in a Commission 
of live persons full authority to govern and d i­ 
rect interests upon w hich th e whotc course of 
national com m erce depends. N ever before in 
our history have such vast an d Bravo powers 
been placed in the bands of any body of men, 
or been exercised by the Governm ent under 
any plea of necessity or propriety. 
It is a species of communism under the 
guise of law, an3 is “ centralization ” and 
“ paternalism ” to an extent never fancied 
even by their most fearful opponents. 


W h a t will the K nights of Labor under­ 
take next ? 
Here we have D istrict As­ 
sembly 
No. 24, of Chicago, protesting 
against the exclusion from jail of the Van 
Zandt girl, who was so anxious to m arry 
Spies in his cell. 
Do these men of As­ 
sembly No. 24 have any sense of decency 
w hatever? 
Evidently liomh-tlirowing is a 
small crime in 
the estimation of As­ 
sembly No. 21, and murderers like Spies 
should be allowed, in their judgment, to 
m arry in prison, and lie hanged fresh from 
the nnptial couch. 
Any Ixidy of men that 
will coolly pass resolutions condemning the 
Chicago .Sheriff for preventing such sacri­ 
lege of the m arriage relation ¡us Spies at­ 
tempted, deserves the execration and con­ 
tem pt of all human beings. 
In fact such 
Knights of Labor shame the cause of labor, 
and will bear the suspicion th at they are 
sympathizers with the dynam ite murderers. 


T h e coal and freight-handlers’ strike 
which has assumed immense proportions, 
is working grievous injury to trade and 
commerce. 
But the strikers will very 
early realize th at trade and commerce can 
far easier hear the ill, than those depend­ 
ent upon them. 
The real sufferers will he 
the hundreds of thousands of workingmen 
and women who will lie thrown out of em ­ 
ployment in midwinter,wholiavc not struck.

S an L u is O bispo, January 30th.—A t 12 
o’clock to-day the town was throw n into a 
sudden excitem ent by the appearance, on 
the main street, of Dougherty, the lunatic 
escape. 
H e left the hills early this m orn­ 
ing, and was closely followed by Constable 
Jew ett and a M eiican. 
W hen Dougherty 
reached town he went to one of the hotels 
and inquired for his wife. A t this juncture 
policeman Grady approached and quietly 
attem pted to capture him . H e held the 
officer at bay with a shotgun, and suddenly 
wheeling his horse, started to leave town. 
He was m et at the outskirts by Jew ett and 
ordered to surrender. H e paid no heed 
to the command, and attem pted to pass 
on. 
A shot was fired over his head 
by Jew ett's companion. This seemed to 
excite Dougherty, and he covered Jewett 
with his gun and prepared to fire, when the 
latter, to save himself, opened on Dough­ 
erty with a rifle, shooting him through the 
breast and thigh. 
Dougherty lived but a 
few m inutes after being shet. The Coroner 
im m ediately held an inquest, and physi­ 
cians were summoned to make a post m or­ 
tem exam ination. 
The doctors found that 
the mem branes of the brain had adhered 
to the brain and to the skull. There wa3 
also m uch acute inflammation. T hejury re­ 
turned a verdict fully exonerating Jewett. 
It has transpired that Dougherty came to 
town for the express purpose of killing sev­ 
eral parties.

The Placer Argusoi last Saturday has the 
following : J. J. Morrison, of Loomis, one 
of the commissioners to the Northern and 
Central California Citrus Fair, lately held 
at Chicago, returned hom e Tuesday m orn­ 
ing, after an absence of nearly five weeks.

retarding of our California fruit trade. 
Some of the best and safest judges assured 
him that it was a question in their minds 
whether Placer county or Southern Cali­ 
fornia furnishes the better oranges, while 
others did not hesitate to say that our fruit 
was not only superior in flavor and color 
to the Riverside oranges, but that it sur­ 
passed them , and also those grown in Spain, 
Florida, Cuba, or anywhere else. The trip 
was anything but a picnic to Mr. Morrison, 
at least not till he had got through with 
the exhibition. 
Then lie paid a visit 
to W ashington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
New York and other cities, specially with 
a view, as we understood him , to investi­ 
gate the fruit business in those cities. W hat 
his views were on the subject we were un­ 
able, owing to the brevity of his call, to 
fully ascertain. We have no doubt that 
when he chooses to give them publicity 
they will be found practical and full of 
value, for he is an experienced and thought­ 
ful man and a close observer. 
H e distri­ 
buted several boxes of the finest fruit he 
had left to such parties as Chief Justice 
Waite, of the United States Supreme Court, 
Senator Stanford, C. P. H untington and 
others. 
Iu each instance he received a 
courteous reply, in which compliments to 
California’s wonderful fertility and varied 
and inexhaustible resources abounded. 
The letter from Mr. H untington was as 
follow s: 
New York, January 15,1887. 
Jonas J. .Vorrison, Loomis, Placer County— 
Rear Sir : I have received the box of raisins 
which you were kind enough to forward to me. 
and am much obliged to yourself and Mr. Van 
Armen for your courtesy, ft gives me much 
pleasure to say that they arc certainly the best 
raisins I have ever seen (and I have handled 
dried fruit in mv time). It does seem to me that 
if California can produce raisins like these, this 
industry might be developed, if high-priced 
labor does not interfere, so as to by and by 
dispense with the imported product.

.Southern P a cific In S ou th ern C aliforn ia. 
¡Los Angeles Times, January 27th.] 
On the 15th instant the Times published 
a little sketch of the new town-to-be, Ra­ 
mona, six miles east of this city, on the line 
of the Southern Pacific, and close to the 
San Gabriel W ine Company’s huge estab­ 
lishment. 
It was then stated that the 
Southern Pacific had surveyors running 
lines for a probable branch pnkt The Ray­ 
mond and Pasadena, and up along the foot­ 
hills north of and parallel to the San Ga­ 
briel Valley road, and that still more im ­ 
portant railroad developments were im ­ 
pending. The Times this m orning presents 
the details of one of the most im portant 
enterprises probably broached here in years 
in the line of development. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
has bought blocks 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 in Ra­ 
m ona, comprising 45 acres, the extreme 
western end of the town site and close to 
the depot. The price paid was $500 an 
acre, m aking a gentle little total of $22,500. 
The spur railroad to the winery—about a 
mile anil a half of total track—was also 
b o n g h t; consideration kept quiet. 
It need hardly be said to Angelenos of 
any considerable residence here that the 
Southern Pacific isn't in the habit of buy­ 
ing tracts to raise cabbage or citrus fruits. 
Neither does it wonteilly acquire 
real 
estate for the purpose of recuperating its 
lungs thereon. 
No; 
the Southern Pacific 
is going to build a town at Ramona. 
It is 
the plan of the company to m ake this a 
rival of the famous car-manufacturing 
town of Pullm an, Illinois. 
The informa­ 
tion comes straight that the shops of the 
company will be located at Ramona, and 
the (dace built up as a lively m anufactur­ 
ing town, peopled chiefly by the hundreds 
of railroad employes. 
It is certain that a 
branch line will leave the Southern Pacific’s 
main track at Ramona and go somewhere, 
probably along the route generally outlined 
above. The knowing ones have been after 
lands in that vicinity, and probably three- 
fourths of the lots in Ramona are already 
sold. 


I m m igration N otes.—President Briggs, 
of the Im m igration Society, re¡iort.s that 
500 im m igrants have arrived during the 
last week, exclusive ot excursionists. They 
will settle all over the State, but m ainly on 
the west side of the San Joaquin valley 
anil in Shasta and Teham a counties. 
In ­ 
formation lias been received from Calaveras 
county that plenty of land, both public 
and private, can be liad at reasonable prices. 
Huite good land can be bought lor $15 an 
acre. 
Rev. O. C. Petty, who is in charge of 
the colored departm ent of the Bureau, says 
that he expects 500 colored im m igrants 
from Alabam a in March, who will be set­ 
tled as farmers in Shasta and other north­ 
ern counties, anil about 1,000 from North 
Carolina between this and May 1st, who 
will he formed into a colony in the south­ 
ern part of the State, probably in San Luis 
Obispo county. 
H e says the im m igrants 
are ot the better class of Southern colored 
people, and that he has already procured 
situations for many of them iti this city.—

San Diego 
alsu has an agency in this city, with an 
energetic manager at the head. 
We will 
guarantee that the gentlemen who are at 
the head of these various agencies will say 
that they are made welcome in Los An­ 
geles. and that they are treated by our rep­ 
resentative people with a fairness and cor­ 
diality that would not be expected from a 
perusal of a portion of the Northern press. 


C itrus Co l o n y—Tbat we have not be­ 
fore noticed the reports concerning the 
citru3 colony to be located in Butte county, 
is because we desired to inform ourself as 
to the grounds for the reports. W e have 
learned from what we regard as reliable 
authority that the affair has passed the in­ 
cipient stage, and that it will be but a short 
time until the purpose of the gentlemen 
having the m atter in hand will be m ani­ 
fested by practical demonstration. The 
lands to be embraced in the enterprise at 
the present writing, are those lately pur­

VITICULTURAL CONVENTION. 


T h e San F rancinco D istrict M eet le g to be 
H e ld T o-m orrow . 
An address has been issued, calling a 
Convention of those interested in the wine 
industry in the San Francisco V iticultural 
District, by the Commissioner, Charles A. 
W etmore. 
Action is proposed on m atters 
of serious concern, which are fully set 
forth in the call, as follow s: 
The San Fraucisco V iticultural District 
is composed of the counties of San F ran­ 
cisco, San Mateo, Santa Clara. Alameda. 
Santa Cruz, Monterey and San Benito. The 
law requires that Conventions, at least once 
a year, shall be called by the Commissioner 
for each district, to be presided over by 
said Commissioner. 
In practice, however, it has been found 
generally impractical to hold so many in­ 
dependent Conventions and our Commis­ 
sion has therefore merged in one State Con­ 
vention and one District Convention the 
m ain annual work of that kind. Em er­ 
gencies, 
however, arise which 
require 
prom pt action, and such now occurring, 
w ithout awaiting the action of the Board, 
I follow the letter of the law and call a 
Convention of those practically interested 
in viticulture in this district, including not 
only the vine-growers, but also the wine­ 
makers and wine-dealers, to be held in the 
parlors of the Occidental Hotel, on Tues­ 
day, February 1st, at 11 o’clock a. m., for 
the special purpose of considering pending 
State and national legislation attecting our 
interests. 
A cordial invitation is extended to all 
members of the State Viticultural Commis­ 
sion to co-operate in this Convention, and 
to all vine-growers, wine-makers and wine- 
dealers in their respective districts. 
As the tim e is short no preparation will 
be made for any exhibits, full opportunity 
for which will be given at a later date. 
All interested in our industry are hereby 
warned tbat a determined effort is being 
made to prevent not only the passage of 
national laws to suppress vile trade in 
spurious compounds, but also to secure 
laws of special advantage to adulterators. 
Great opposition through interested par­ 
ties and their dupes has been m ade to our 
measures pending in Congress, and a bill 
has been introduced under their apparent 
direction in our State Legislature, which is 
undoubtedly intended to place our entire 
trade at the mercy of unprincipled adulter­ 
ators. 
Two prom inent attorneys of the State 
have been either employed or beguiled into 
advocacy of a measure which they declare 
it to be their intention to railroad through 
the Legislature, which, if enacted into a 
law, would be the most fatal blow yet 
struck at our integrity and prosperity. 
Under the bill proposed by them , w ithout 
counsel with the practical viticulturists of 
the State, wholesale fraud and udulturation 
under the protection of the seal of the 
State of California can be practiced; not 
only this, but the legitim ate industry of 
wine-making may be seriously curtailed by 
the act of our own State. 
It is impossible to give extended notice 
of tliia Convention, owing to the urgency 
of the occasion; but I trust that, for the 
credit of this district, aucli a prom pt re­ 
sponse will be given that future conspira­ 
cies of this kind may not be so readily at­ 
tempted. 
The practical and honest producers of 
this State m ust decide w hether they desire 
their interests to remain at the mercy of 
am ateur and ignorant farmers and politi­ 
cal adventurers, or whether they will give 
their confidence to those who have their 
cause most at lieart.

By the term s of the decree this respondent 
is enjoined and restrained from discharging 
or dum ping into the Yuba river cobble­ 
stones, gravel, sand, clay or refuse arising 
from m ining thereon; and it is shown by 
the evidence that m aterials of the eharacter 
described havg been discharged into said 
river by respondent from its m ine at 
French Corral. 
I therefore find and do re­ 
port that the said Milton M iuingCompany, 
respondent, has violated the injunction of 
this Court and is in contem pt.”

R ecord-Union : Im m ediately fol­ 
lowing the conviction of Kunz, one of the 
Mad river conspirators, the case against 
A rthur was called to-day. A venire of 70 
jurors was on hand, and the work of im ­ 
paneling a jury was begun. The defense is 
led by H on.

S o m e o f th e A d v a n ta g e s t h a t w o u ld A c c ru e 
fro m Its A d o p tio n . 
Eds. R e c o b d - U n i o n : I am informed that 
a bill to create a “ State weather service” 
for California is now in the hands of the 
Senate Finance Committee, and the said 
committee makes the following objections : 
First—It creates a new bureau which will 
require a perm anent appropriation. Sec­ 
ond—It is needless. T hird—It would cause 
the United States Signal Service to neglect 
California. 
I have the honor to say, Messrs. Editors, 
that the State weather service could and 
should be attached to the State A gricult­ 
ural Society, and let the Secretary be the 
Director of the State service, with a small 
addition to his salary. It would then re­ 
quire comparatively but a small appropria­ 
tion to keep it running, for the purchase 
and repair of instrum ents, etc. 
If the State 
service is in co-operation with the United 
States Signal Service then a Signal Service 
m an would be furnished to put the data in 
proper shape for the Signal Service depart­ 
m ent. 
H e therefore would be an assistant 
to the Secretary of the State Agricultural 
Society if it had charge of the State weather 
service. 
As far as its causing the United States 
Signal Service to neglect California, it 
would bo a great help to the officer in charge 
at San Francisco in m aking m onthly re­ 
ports and abstracts ot the weather, and 
would he an extra encouragement to the 
Chief Signal Officer at W ashington to help 
California that m uch more. 
A State weather service is sadly needed 
now, especially as various sections are 
working hard to boom their individual 
portions of the State. The whole State 
would be benefited by a State weather 
service. 
The object of a State weather service 
should be to observe and utilize every fea­ 
ture that affects the prosperity of the in­ 
habitants of the State, as to crops, health, 
life, etc. The State service is, therefore, 
essentially a plan for gathering and utiliz­ 
ing local data, and eventually it will define 
precisely the localities most favorable to 
special crops, diseases, etc. The idea is 
certainly a noble one. The plau of the 
State service is to have a central office and 
a State Director, and at least from one to 
four voluntary observers in each county, 
who will keep a record of tem perature and 
rainfall, and report the same to the Central 
Office of the State weekly and m onthly. 
Attention is invited to the following ad­ 
vantages of a "S tate wea'lier service: 
1. It will be the means of soon securing 
better predictions of weather changes and 
stoims. 
2. It will bring the benefits of the Signal 
Service of the U nited States into every 
county of California participating in the 
State local organization, and will be widely 
beneficial to agricultural interests. 
3. It will give to every county the Gov­ 
ernm ent standards for temperature, rain­ 
fall, wind velocity, hum idity, etc., which 
are sources of useful public information. 
4. It will put within the reach of local 
agricultural societies means of accurate ob­ 
servations, which in the course of years 
m ust be valuable to any locality in the study 
and adaptation of cereals. 
5. It will bring the science and methods 
of the Signal Service w ithin the reach of 
the high schools ot the State, offering teach 
ers and pupils alike excellent opportunity 
to study a wide range of the application of 
science to foster and protect agricultural in­ 
dustry. 
6. it will lead to the collection of rainfall 
statistics to enable engineers to better esti­ 
mate the supply of canals, also the sudden 
downpours to guard against in laying out 
sewers in cities. It will lead to a correct 
knowledge of rainfall over different water­ 
sheds of the State, for the purpose of giving 
data for supplying the water works of 
cities, towns and villages. 
7. It will lead to the forming of reliable 
meteorological records for use in legal cases. 
8. It wili lead to a better practice of tued- 
cine, witen physicians throughout the State 
can study diseases with reliable and accu­ 
rate meteorological facts by their side ; and 
for sanitary purposes correct meterological 
statistics are invaluable to the practitioner 
in applying preventive remedies for the 
public good.

The complete success 
which is anticipated will only come when 
each State does its part, and it should not 
be said of California that we have neglected 
a m atter of such importance to the entire 
community, especially the farmers. 
All trades and professions are inore or 
less affected by changes in the weather, and 
the study of the phenomena is becoming 
more and more interesting to every man 
and woman in the country.

STATE WEATHER SERVICE. 


Home of th e A dvantages th a t w onld A ccrue 
from its A doption. 
E ds. R ecord-Union : I am informed that 
a bill to create a “ State weather service" 
for California is now in the hands of the 
Senate Finance Committee, and the said 
committee makes the following objections : 
First—It creates a new bureau which will 
require a perm anent appropriation. Sec­ 
ond—It is needless. T hird—It would cause 
the United States Signal Service to neglect 
California. 
I have the honor to Bay, Messrs. Editors, 
that the State weather service could and 
should be attached to the State A gricult­ 
ural Society, and let the Secretary be the 
Director of the State service, with a small 
addition to his salary. 
It would then re­ 
quire comparatively but a small appropria­ 
tion to keep it running, for the purchase 
and repair of instrum ents, etc. 
If the State 
service is in co-operation with the United 
States Signal Service then a Signal Service 
m an would be furnished to put the data in 
proper shape for the Signal Service depart­ 
m ent. 
He therefore would be an assistant 
to the Secretary of the State Agricultural 
Society if it had charge of the State weather 
service. 
As far as its causing the United States 
Signal Service to neglect California, it 
would be a great help to the officer in charge 
at San Francisco in m aking m onthly re­ 
ports and abstracts ot the weather, and 
would be an extra encouragement to the 
Chief Signal Officer at W ashington to help 
California that much more. 
A State weather service is sadly Deeded 
now, especially as various sections are 
working hard to boom their individual 
portions of the State. The whole State 
would be benefited by a State weather 
service. 
T he object of a State weather service 
should be to observe and utilize every fea­ 
ture that affects the prosperity of the in­ 
habitants of the State, as to crops, health, 
life, etc. The State service is, therefore, 
essentially a plan for gathering and utiliz­ 
ing local data, and eventually it will define 
precisely the localities most favorable to 
special crops, diseases, etc. The idea is 
certainly a noble one. The plan of the 
State service is to have a central office and 
a State Director, and at least from one to 
four voluntary observers in each county, 
who will keep a record of tem perature and 
rainfall, and report the same to the Central 
Office of the State weekly and m onthly. 
A ttention is invited to the following ad­ 
vantages of a “ State w ea'her service 
1. It will be the means of soon securing 
better predictions of weather changes and 
storms. 
2. It will bring the benefits of the Signal 
Service of the U nited States into every 
county of California participating in the 
State local organization, and will be widely 
beneficial to agricultural interests. 
3. It will give to every county the Gov­ 
ernm ent standards for temperature, rain­ 
fall, wind velocity, hum idity, etc., which 
are sources of useful public information. 
4. It will put within the reach of local 
agricultural societies means of accurate ob­ 
servations, which in the course of years 
m ust be valuable to any locality in the study 
and adaptation of cereals. 
5. It will bring the science and methods 
of the Signal Service w ithin the reach of 
the high schools of the State, offering teach 
ers and pupils alike excellent opportunity 
to study a wide range of the application of 
science to foster and protect agricultural in­ 
dustry. 
6. it will lead to the collection of rainfall 
statistics to enable engineers to better esti­ 
mate the supply of canals, also the sudden 
downpours to guard against in laying out 
sewers in cities. It will lead to a correct 
knowledge of rainfall over different water­ 
sheds of the State, for the purpose of giving 
data for supplying the water works of 
cities, towns and villages. 
7. It will lead to the forming of reliable 
meteorological records for use ¡11 legal cases. 
8. It will lead to a better practice of med- 
cine, when physicians throughout the State 
can study diseases with reliable and accu­ 
rate meteorological facts by their side : and 
for sanitary purposes correct incterological 
statistics are invaluable to the practitioner 
in applying preventive remedies for the 
public good. 
For about $13 the instrum ents for tem ­ 
perature and rainfall can be secured, viz :

To take observations requires but little 
tinte daily, and the exercise is especially 
agreeable to those that are interested in 
natural science. T w tnty or more States 
have already entered on the wotk, with most 
gratifying results. The complete success 
which is anticipated will only come when 
each Slate does its part, and it should not 
be said of California that we have neglected 
a m atter of such importance to the entire 
comm unity, especially the farmers. 
All trades attd professions are more or 
less affected by changes in the weather, and 
the study of the phenomena is becoming 
more and more interesting to every man 
and woman in the country. 
All of which is respectfully subm itted to 
the consideration of the Senate's Financial 
Committee.
